Dear Doctor Woods: 


Following is the Annual Report of the Graduate 
School of the Department of Agriculture for 1928-29: 


The School opened with the week beginning October 
15, 1928, and the last class was held June 18, 1929. 


Fifteen courses were offered and 11 conducted, 
that is 7 graduate courses and 4 undergraduate courses. 
Of the graduate courses 4 consisted of 2 semesters and 
5 of 1 semester, and of the undergraduate courses all 
4 were offered as 2 semester courses, but 2 were dis~ 
continued after the first semester because of insuffi- 
Cient demand. The graduate courses conducted were-—

In order to get light on such of its benefits 
as could to some extent be measured a survey of the 
Graduate School from the time of its establishment 
in 1921 up to and including the school year of 
1927-28 was made by means of a questionnaire sent out 
under date of May 23 to the 766 students who registered 
in the School during that period. The questions asked 
in this conmunication covered title of course or courses 
and year taken; benefits derived through increased effi- 
ciency, and promotion to higher grade of work and higher 
salary; whether certificates were filed with any educa- 
tional institution, and if so name of institution, credit 
received, and degree toward which credit was applied. Com- 
insnts on the value of the school and suggestions regarding 
courses, etc., were invited.
